COMPILED IN FINAL SUMMARY.

Revised reports from eight States swept by Sunday's tornado 
placed the number of dead at 160, with 105 in Northern States and 
55 in Southern States. 

Property loss in Ulinois was estimated at $6,000,000; in West- 
ern Ohio, at $2,000,000; in Georgia, more than $1,000,000, while 
other States visited by the tornado reported much damage. 

Rail, telegraph and telephone communication was re-established 
with nearly all stricken communities in Illinois and Ohio, but Michi- 
gan reports many rural regions still cut off.

EMERGENCY PLANTS BURDEN. 


Taft Asseris Disposition of Factories Built 
During the War is Now Proving Important _, 
Problem; May Continue Thew Use.

An important problem which the 
government has as one of the 80 
quels of the war is the disposition of 
the enormous plants which, in antici- 
pation of a war of longer duration, 
were érected in various parts of the 
eountry properly to equip our army 
at the front. 

They were built in such haste that 
no considerat! 
eonsulted, and their cost was far in 
excess of that of @ plant which would 
be erected by private capital for sim- 
lar purposes in time of peace. 

lf purchasers could be found, 
which is doubtful, the government 
would have to be content with enor- 
mous sacrifices in the price. The 
question is presented whether the 
government may not, by an operation 
of the plants for peace production, 
make more salvage out of the situa- 
tion than by scrapping the plants or 
by attempting to find a purchaser at 
a totally i equate pricey 

A vase in point is the nitrate plant 
at Morence, Ala., in which a total 
expenditure of some $60,000,000 or 
$70,000,000 occurred in the develép- 
ment of steam power, and in the 
buildings and machinery and appli- 
ancea needed in the 
monium nitrate to used in the 
making of explosives. 

The capacity of the nitrate plant 
in estimated to be something over 
200 tons of ammonium nitrate a 
day, a sufficient supply for an army 
of twenty divisions, of 600,000 men.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—A pos- 
sibility that the Supreme Court 
might pass final judgment on pro- 
hibition questions before it by the 
middie of next month, was seen by 
Some observers today, in the an- 
nouncement that the court recess to 
be taken after arguments on these 
cases, probably tomorrow, would ex- 
tend to April 19, instead of April 
12. The opinion was expressed that 
a decision might be rendered im- 
mediatcly when the court recon- 
venes. 

Further arguments on questions 
touching on validity ef the constitu- 
tienal amendment, and the enforce- 
ment act, were presented today. They 
were in connection with the original 
sult brought by New Jersey as well 
as appeals from that State and from 
Wisconsin. Hhode Island., Kentucky 
and Massachusetts cases have al- 
ready been argued and will be con- 
sidered at the same time. 

Elihu Root, representing Christian 
Feigenspan, a brewer of Newark, 
N. I., Attormey-General Thomas F. 
MeGraw of New Jersey, in opposition 
to the constitutional amendment, and 
Assistant Attorney-General William 
L. Frierson, for the government, ad- 
dressed the court. 

WARNS OF FUTURE. 

Mr. Root characterized the prohi- 
bilion amendment as new legislation 
made under “color of an amend- 
ment.” affecting personal rights.

lative power of Congress and States.

FRANCE MUST CURB 
NATIONAL EXPENSES. 


SAYS LOANS ABROAD ARE 
UTTERLY IMPOSSIBLE.

PARIS, March 29.—Francois Mar- 
cal, speaking in the Chamber of 
Deputies today on the financial posi- 
tion of the country, said: 

“The daily expenditure of France

1917, 127,000,000 france In 1918, and 
139.000,000 francs in 1919." 

M. Francols Marcai, Minister of 
Finance, was speaking in connection 
with the vote for provisional appro- 
priations for the coming quarter. He 
said he thought that, although it was 
impossible to ask much during the 
war, in taxes from an invaded coun- 
try, yet “a greater effort might have 
been tried.” 


Loans, he continued, had been 
raised each year from 1915 to 1918. 

He 
said he would give the results of the 
loan of 1920 as soon as he had 
them, “But if this is the first loan 
of the year, it certainly will not be 
the last. he added.
